At its session Thursday, the senate 
adopted the Lankford income tax 
measure by a_ vote of 38 to 6, and 
unanimous a mn was voted on the 
resolution by Senator Beauchamp, 
providing for creation cf a special 
textbook commission. Both measures 
have been transmitted to the house 
and scheduled for action Friday. 

An amendment to the Lankford 
measure wag voted oefore the bill 
was adopted, providing tor reductivn 
of 40 per cent in the ad valorem tsx 
rate should the former measure he 
ratified as a constitutional amend- 
ment by the voters of Georgia. 

The Lankford measire, as fina!'y 
perfected, authorizes the 'egislxzture to 
levy a tax on net imcomes as desig- 
nated by the assembly, w:th a limit of 
five per cent and a provision that 
would allow stipulated exyemptions of 
$1.000 to all single persons; $2,000 to 
all married jersons, avd $400. for 
each dependent. 

A credit provision which allows per- 
sons, firms,. or corporations paying 
an income tax to credit against such 
taxes whatever amounts such per- 
sons, firms or corporations may pay 
as ad valorem taxes to the state, 
also was voted by the senate.

He felt some anxiety about making 
peace on territory other than Ger- 
man. But he was overruled, and 
the result was that the Brandenburg 
guard marched down Unter den 
Linden in Berlin, flowers around 
their rifles, while buge placards 
greetéd them “Welcome conquering 
heroes.” : 

The Germans don’t know yet that 
they were defeated. They have 
persistently refused to believe it 
and things are taking such turns 
that they may have been right, 

But the present administration in 
Washington is showing a marked 
change in attitude. President Hard- 
ing gave his life practically to make 
good the mistakes of the early days 
of his administration. He wanted 
this country to participate in a 
world court. It does not matter 
what the name fs. As long as the 
United States and Britain give some 
guarantee to France that there will 
be no more hdlocausts, no more 
wholesale murders of her young 
men, France will be content. There 
would have been no reason under 
such conditions for entering the 
Ruhr. Gérmany would have known 
that there was a big stick coming 
if she tried to evade thé Versailles 
treaty. 

There is stil some haggling about 
the ways and means for the great 
powers to get together in a general 
conference. But there is rap- 
prochement. One of these days 
they will be agreed. That will be 
the beginning of the end of Ev- 
rope’s troubles. 


WIDESPREAD PROTEST. 

That the protest of Hon. John D. 
Taylor, of Summerville, Chattooga 
county, against the inquisitorial 
infquities of the income tax admin- 
istrative system is evoking wide-| 
Spread response is emphasized by 
the fact that civic organizations are 
making expression on the subject 
in a manner, that leaves no doubt 
as to where they stand. 


The Georgia house of represen- 
atives by unanimous vote adopted 
resolution urging Georgia’s senators 
and representatives to demand reme- 
dial legislation in the income tax 
measure to be enacted by the next 
congress. Similar ‘protests are be- 
ing heard from in.all parts of the 
country. 


The Georgia delegation in con- 
gress can do no better than to put 
itself squarely on record against the 
unjust features of the present law. 
Not only that, but if our senators 
and representatives will take the 
lead in demanding revision of the 
unjust features of this law, they will 
find their constituerts solid ‘be- 
hind them.

Senators and representatives have 


permitted cut and dried measures } 


to be rushed through both houses 
of congress without interposing ob- 
jections to features that have no 
place in the laws of our country. 
They were perhaps unaware of 
the abuses that would inevitably 
creep into the laws so enacted, but 
now that they know how these laws 


work they should lose no time tn 
pruning them of the obnoxious de- 
tails against which the whole coun- 
try is entering protest. 

First, the income tax schedules 
should be so simplified that the 
average man can make out his re- 
turn without having to engage the 
services of an expert accountent, 
and later, of a lawyer, to secure 
protection against the inevitable tn- 
quisition that follows, 

Under the present system sched- 
ules are so intricate that the aver- 
age man does not dare to prepare 
his own returns. This werks an 
intolerable hardship for which con- 
gress is solely responsible. 

We should like to hear that Geor- 
gia’s senators and representatives 
are prepared to enter their protest 
against 2 continuation of this Iniqui- 
tous System.

Editor Constitution: It seems 
strange to me, and I think it will ap- 
pear strange to anyone who has been 
paying attention to the row that has 
been going on in rgia for some 
years over ad valorem taxes. I sup- 
pose that most people know, or at 
least should know, that of the total! 
ad valorem taxes paid in Georgia per- 
baps not more than one-sixth goes to 
the state and that the remaining five- 
sixths goes to the various municipal- 
ities and counties in the state, Now, 
comparatively little has been said 
and comparatively little complaint has 
been made of this five-sixths of the 
total ad valorem rate which is being 
paid to the various municipalities and 
counties in Georgia. In view of this 
fact, it does seem singular, to say the 
least, that there has been so much 
criticism of the small proportion of 
these taxes which the state of Geor- 
gia receives. 

© a close observer of the present 
discussion of tax matters in Georgia 
it must be apparent that it is the 
intention of those who are agitating 
the matter to eventually eliminate ad 
valorem taxes in Georgia for state 
purposes and to take the place of 
these ad valorem rates to substitute 
an income tax on individuals and cor- 
porations, but a+ close study of the 
various proposals tending in this di- 
rection will disclose that it is the 
intention that comparatively few in- 
| dividuals in the state of Georgia sha! 
| pay these taxes, perhaps not more 
than 10 per cent, bat the 90 per cent, 
roughly speaking, would tell the 10 


iper cent what they had to pay and 


would make the appropriations for 
them to pay. Under such a system 
it would not be very materia] to the 
per cent what taxes were levied 
because they would not pay them and 
under such a system we could not 
reasonably look forward to any econ- 
omy in the matter of appropriations. 

I believe that the rank nnd file of 
the people of Georvia are honest and 
want to pay their share of state taxes 
whether through an ad valorem sys- 
‘tem or an income tax system, for the 
reason that they derive their share of 
the benefit of all of the institntions of 
the state. and TI do not believe the 
people of the state of Georgia as a 
mass will look with favor on the 
rroposition to shift the burden of tax- 
ntion in Geordia for state purposes 
from the shoulders of the many to the 
shoulders of the few. Under such a 
system the relatively small percent- 
aze who hore this taxation would 
gradually find their position so oner- 
ous that there would be no incentive 
to invest and “carry on” and business 
would necessarily languish and even- 
tually fail. 

I can not conceive of such a system 
stabilizing corditions in Georgig. 1 
can not imagine: forelen capital be- 
ine attracted to the state under any 
such savatem of taxation, and I do 
not helieve the pronosals will meet 
with favor from thos who it is nro- 
posed shall he exemnted from taxation, 
hecanse, as T atated before. I believe 
the maiority of the people of the state 
are honest and want to pav their just 
share of the taxes to the stnte.

Q.—What is the lates: devex pment 
in the matter of the Ku Klux Klan 
taking over Valparaiso university? 
Were any negotiations conducted, and 
what was the result? ; 

A.—Milton Elrod,. editor of the 
Fiery Cross, a klan paper. appeared 
before the board of trustees of Valpa- 
raiso university. He represerted the 
klan organization in ‘wdiana. de 
proposed to pay $500,000 to the unt 
versity within ninety days to pay >ff 
the indebtedness and fiuance the op 
eration of the institucion. An add 
tional $500,000 was to be paid with- 
in a year. He agreed tv depvsit $90,- 
000 as an ernest of quod fuith. A 
draft of a :efinancing plin was drawn 
up in which Elrod. Elmer D. Brotb- 
ers, chairman of the oward of trus- 
tees, and other members of the Val- 
paraiso Alumni conferred and finally 
agreed.

().—How can I estimate the con: 
sumption of an electric lamp? 

A.—The wattage of a lamp indi- 
cates the amount of pewe~ it con 
sumes,.and the total consumption of 
energy in kilowatt hours can be found 
by multiplying the wattage by the time 
in hours, and dividing the product 
by 1000. A 10 watt lamp. for examrle, 
uses 10 watt hours in an hour, which 
is 0.01 kilowatt hours. 

Q.—Do bees and wasps die after 
they have stung a person, and if 
so why? 

A.—Honey bees die within a day or 

two, and sometimes soouet after sting 
ing. This ig due to the fact that 
the “stinger” remains in the body of 
the person stung, ani is torn from 
the bee with such injuries that the 
bee cannot live. Bumbie bees, wasys 
ane hornets, do not die after sting- 
ng. 
Q.—When a soldier »uys his way 
out of the army dveg he get a dishon- 
orable discharge? 

A.—No, purehase out of the army 
carries with it an benorable dis- 
charge. 

Q.—How are peanuts dmed and 
roasted at home? i 

A.—The best way to dry peanuts 
at home is to pull them, vines all, 
and pile them in a drv ghed, with 
the peanuts well covered with the 
vines. Roast them in an ordinary 
baking pan in an oven of the same 
temperature as for baking bread. Put 
them in the oven wheu it is hot and 
let the oven gradually coo! off. 

Q.—When was the first railroad 
built in France? 

A.—In 1828. 

Q.—What was the first race of men 
Asia Minor? 

A.—The earliest ‘nhabitants of 
which there is any accurate knowledge 
were the non-Aryan Hittites of Bib- 
lical history, and ‘he white Syrians 
of Strabo.

A gun 
reaching a horizontal] range of twenty 
miles by means of a heavy projecti’e 
and a moderate muzzle velocixy woud 
reach a vertical heigut not greatly 
in excess of ten miles. A gun reach- 
ing a horizontal range of twenty 
miles with a light proejectiie and a 
high muzale velocity would reach a 
vertical height considerably in excess 
of ten miles. 

Q.—How long would *t take a body 
weighing 200 pounds to fall from che 
sun to the .arth, if such a thing 
were possible? 

A.—The U. 8. Naval observatory 
says one hundred years would be re- 
quired for a small body to fall to 
the earth from the distance of the 
sun. This result is obtained on the 
supposition that the carth and the 
smal] body started from a state of 
rest and were subject unly, to their 
mutual attraction. 

Q.—Who invented the adding ma- 
chine, cash register, and poison gas, 
and when? .

A.—It is claimed by some authori- 
ties that a common ste! drill, well 
made and well tempered is the best 
tool, The steel should be forged at 
a low temperature, so as to be suré 
not to burn it, and chen tempered 
as hard ar possible in <« bath of salt 
water that has been well boiled. Such 
a drill will go throug’ glass very 
rapidly if kept well moistened with 
turpentine in which some camphor 
has been dissolved. Diluted eulphurie 
acid is equally good, if not better. 

Q.—Why were northern sympatbiz- 
ers with the south during the civil 
war called “copperheads?” 

A.—The copperhead .nake ig sald 
to prefer dark and moist places and 
to sting from behind. The allusion 
is obvious. 

Q.—What will keep the euticle soft

A.—Soak the fingers in warm wa- 
ter for ten or fifteen minutes and 
massage the tips of the fingers wel!

PERENNIAL HAY FEVER. 
One thing about hay tever—it is 
more seasonable than the seasons have 


been lately. Hay fever, or better, 
pollinosis (for otuer poliens than tbat 
of hay are most frequently responsi- 
ble for it), begins each year at a cer- 
tain time, that is, when the pollen 
which is to blame in the individual 
ease is ripe and floating in the air. 
The trouble passes away for the sea- 
son at the end of the pollination pe- 
riod of the particular weed or plant. 
In some cases the attack comes early 
in the spring, in others in midsum- 
mer, and in still others not until au- 
tum, according to the pollination 
period of the weed or plant which ia 
to blame. Pollens of the various 
grasses cause the spring hay fever in 
most parts of the country, though 
some cases are caused by sheep sor- 
rel, swamp alder, the docks, elm, oak. 
The fall fever is due mostly to the 
ragweeds, Russian thistle, wormwood, 
cocklebur, ete. 

When a condition purporting to be 
bay fever occurs in midwinter or con- 
tinues long after frost, it isn’t hay 
fever at all. There is no such thing 
as perennial hay fever. 

_ A fairly common condition which 
is sometimes mistaken by the victim 
for hay. fever, but which is »resent 
the year round or at any rate out 
of season, is chronic ethmoid sinusitis. 
The ethmoid sinus (or cells) is one of 
the air spaces in the skull which con- 
municate with the chambers of the 
nose-and are lined with mucous mem- 
brane continuous with the lining of 
the nose chambers, The ethmoid ‘s 
pretty well back in the head, Chronic 
ethmoid sinusitis has masqueraded in 
countless cases as “catarrh,” espe- 
cially when a fetid discharge is pres- 
ent. It has been the condition un- 
derlying many cases of polyps in the 
nose. It has caused “run down con- 


dition” without enongh nasal trouble? 


to aronse the patient’s interest or 
even the physician's suspicion. It has 
been responsible for many cases of 
chronic arthritis. And it is -he real 
trouble in many cases of unseasona! 
“hay fever.”’ 

When there is much annoranre 
from dryness of the throat, nasal ob- 
struction, perhaps some headache or 
dull pain between the eyes and at the 
root of thé nose, perhaps “kernels” in 
the neck (inflamed lymph nodes), per 
haps some purulent discharge from 
the nose, an examination of the eth- 
moid and other paranasal sinuses is 
alw-v necessary, particularly in ado- 
lescents, Yet too often such examina- 
tion is not made, osecause the ric- 
tim is complacent or the doctor ac- 
quiescent, 

“I have had a peculiar n 
trouble for six years,” writes a 
reader. “Upon rising each morn- 
ing I start sneezing and then my 
nose keeps running until noon 
and sometimes all day long. It 
is something like hay fever bat it 
continues the whole year round.

The ancient theory that if a guest 
upsets a cup of coffee or a glass of 
wine on the tablecloth the perfect 
hostess will follow suit is, of course, 
slight!vy extravagant and such a pro 
cedure is decidedly unnecessary. But 
the idea in back of it is an admirable 
one—that at all costs the guest must 
placed at his ease. So, if the pie is

entertainments unless we do #0 our 
selves, for it is to ve expected that 
they will soon become slipshod and 
careless under the direction of a care 
less manager. 

The woman with servants should 
naturally see to it that they are so 
weil organized and trained in their 
duties tnat after the first week in ber 
empioy she should not find it neces 
sary to direct them in the regular 
details of the house. This is best 
achieved, I find, by becoming famili- 
ar with all the departments of the 
household system so that the duties 
which fall to each maid may be thur- 
oughly explained to her. Servants 
should know not only their daily du- 
ties but just what may be expected 
of them during times of entertaining. 
Lack of organization in a large house 
hold is as fatal to its: smooth-run- 
ningness as it is to any house of 
gusiness. Have you not noticed that 
servants in a beautifully managed 
house are always happier than those 
in an ill-managed house? 

One important thing to remember 
is that if a reproof must be given a 
servant it should not be made in the 
presence of guests. If possible, correct 
the error yourself or else quietly or- 
der it corrected. if it is irremediabie, 
as a ruined dessert, laugh it off, but 
make it plain to the responsible per: 
son that it must not happen again. 

Don’t Muddle the Servants. 

It is very unwise to give @ num: 
ber of orders and directions which 
differ from the daily orders just prior 
to your guests’ arrival. emember 
that your servants have nerves just 
as you have. I have found that it is 
a mistake to experiment with fancy 
dishes when guests are coming. In 
fact, it is pretty safe to say that 
simple, well cooked food is infinitely 
preferable to unsuccessful fancy 
food. 

Week end entertaining is no long: 
er the trying task it used to be. A 
woman who invites people who are 
sure to be congenial has solved half 
the problem, for her guests will 
amuse themselves. Generally people 
enjoy the week end which is not all 
mapped out for them in advance, so 
that it is not necessary for the bhost- 
ess to fee] uneasy if she has not 
planned something for every moment. 

To sum up, the woman who is un- 
failing in her consideration of her 
guests and she who seems to enjoy 
being surrounded by her’ guests 
(thouch she be often called upon to 
dissemble!) is well on the road to 
heing that most admirable and de 
liehtful thine. a good hosters.
